Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  my  privilege  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  1959* 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  continued  to  decline,  this  time 
by  10,  and  the  population  figures  from  1931  onwards  can  be  seen  in  Table  4 
on  page  8.  There  was  also  a similar  drop  in  the  number  of  births,  and 
births  exceeded  deaths  by  21,  a fall  of  7 compared  with  the  preceding  year. 

The  stillbirth  rate  was  up  slightly  on  the  rate  for  1938,  viz.  10.52 
per  1,000  live  and  stillbirths  compared  with  9.52,  although  the  number  of 
stillbirths  remained  the  same,  and  I am  pleased  to  report  that  there  was  no 
infant  death. 

I have  previously  reported  that  because  of  relatively  small  numbers, 
especially  for  infant  deaths  and  stillbirths,  the  rates  show  wide  fluctu- 
ations, and  it  is  better  when  studying  the  district  rates  to  view  them 
over  a period  of  years  and  to  take  averages.  Consequently,  this  year 
I have  appended  a graph  showing  the  infant  mortality  rates  for  the  district 
from  1931  to  1959,  and  compared  them  with  the  national  ones  for  the  same 
period.  This  graph  is  on  page  7,  and  it  will  be  noted  that  on  average 
the  district  rates  compare  favourably. 

On  page  9 there  is  another  graph  showing  the  deaths  in  the  district 
from  cancer  and  diseases  of  the  circulatory  system,  also  for  the  period 
1931  to  1959.  This  shows  a fairly  steep  rise  in  diseases  of  the  heart 
and  circulatory  system  until  1940  -when  the  incidence  levelled  off  and  fell 
slightly  from  1953  onwards.  On  the  other  hand,  there  does  not  appear  to 
be  any  significant  trend  in  respect  of  deaths  from  cancer. 

Diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system  accounted  for  57%  of 
all  deaths  compared  with  58%  in  1958,  and  the  proportion  assigned  to 
coronary  arterial  disease  was  26%  of  all  deaths  against  22%  for  the 
previous  year.  In  spite  of  the  general  fall  in  deaths  from  this  group 
therefore,  there  was  a rise  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  coronary  disease, 
this  increased  from  17  to  19  of  the  42  deaths  in  the  major  group. 

Last  year  I classified  the  deaths  from  coronary  thrombosis  according 
to  the  Registrar  General' s classification  of  occupational  groups,  and  this 
year's  classification  is  as  follows: -

The  only  interesting  thing  resulting  from  the  above  table  is  the  fact 
that  the  majority  of  female  deaths  from  this  cause  occur  after  the  age  of 
65,  and  the  proportion  of  male  deaths  occurring  before  65  remains  the  same 
as  last  year.  Class  2 and  Class  3 appear  to  bear  the  major  number,  of 
fatalities,  although  this  table  will  require  to  be  reviewed  over  a number 
of  years  as  the  numbers  are  too  small  to  give  anything  of  significant 
value.  It  is  interesting  to  note  from  the  Report  of  the  Ministry  of 
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Health,  1958,  that  "the  number  of  deaths  assigned  to  coronary  disease  has 
increased  by  nearly  a quarter  in  the  past  five  years.  It  is  probable 
that  much  of  this  increase  is  still  due  to  improved  diagnosis  of  cause  of 
death  and  ageing  of  the  population,  but  nevertheless  a real  Increase  would 
appear  to  be  talcing  place." 

25%  of  the  deaths  was  assigned  to  cancer  which  corresponds  to  an 
increase  of  12/6.  The  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  was  73 
compared  with  78  deaths  in  1958,  and  this  gives  a rate  of  9.82  per  1,000 
of  the  population.  Multiplied  by  the  Comparability  Factor,  which  produces 
an  adjusted  rate  allowing  roughly  for  any  difference  in  the  population 
constitution  by  sex  and  age,  the  rate  was  9.72.  The  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  was  11.6  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

Measles  was  again  the  major  infectious  disease,  followed  by  11  cases 
of  dysentery  which  proved  more  of  a nuisance  than  a serious  threat  to 
health.  Nevertheless  dysentery  can  be  dangerous,  particularly  when  it 
affects  young  children  and  elderly  people. 

Tuberculosis  continued  its  favourable  trend,  though  I regret,  to  report 
one  fatal  respiratory  case,  the  first  since  1953. 

Vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  continued  at  a high  level  although- 
the  response  by  the  15-25  age  group  was  not  as  favourable.  The  local 
general  practitioners,  by  holding  regular  vaccination  clinics,  have  certainly 
encouraged  this  high  rate. 

The  number  of  vaccinations  against  poliomyelitis  given  in  North  N.orthum- 
berland  since  the  inauguration  of  the  campaign  is  shown  in  the  following 
table:  -

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and,  in  a proportion, 
Tetanus,  continued  at  a very  favourable  level,  and  the  number  given  primary 
inoculations  increased  from  85  to  107  • There  was  also  a rise  in  the  number 
receiving  immunisation  against  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  a^d  Tetanus. 

This  proportion  increased  from  12.9%  to  44.8%. 


As  this  is  my  last  report  to  you  before  leaving  to  take  up  a new 
appointment,  I should  again  like  to  state  my  appreciation  of  the  kindness 
and  help  I have  received  from  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health 
Committee  and  also  from  the  Surveyor/Public  Health  Inspector,  the  Clerk 
and  staff.

INTRODUCTION 


It  again  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report 
in  which  are  facts  and  comments  relative  to  the  activities  of  my  department 
during  1959* 

No  new  house  erection  schemes  were  started  during  the  year  although  the 
Golden  Square  site  was  acquired  by  compulsory  purchase  and  agreement  for  a 
future  scheme. 

During  the  year  this  department  has  been  staffed  by  myself  as  Surveyor 
and  Public  Health  Inspector,  a pupil  assistant  and  a typist. 

Work  carried  out  by  my  department  includes  housing  management,  manage- 
ment of  water  supplies,  sewage  disposal  management,  public  cleansing,  food 
inspection  and  pest  control. 

In  conclusion,  I should  like  to  express  my  thanks  and  appreciation  to 
the  Clerk  of  the  Council  and  his  staff  for  assistance  received  on  many 
occasions . 

GENERAL  INFORMATION 


Water  Supplies 

The  Council  own  four  separate  water  supply  schemes,  namely  Lowick, 
Bowsden,  Chatton  and  the  Regional  Scheme.  The  latter  supplies  water  to 
Wooler,  Milfield,  Branxton,  Wark,  Carham  and  intervening  holdings  along 
the  pipeline. 

While  the  bacteriological  quality  of  the  water  at  Lowick  remains  good, 
the  chemical  nature  of  the  water  is  still  most  unsuitable  for  a public 
supply.  The  installation  of  the  new  pump  has  obviated  the  necessity  of 
having  to  lift  the  pump  every  few  months  for  maintenance . The  deterior- 
ated state  of  the  pipe  work  however,  coupled  with  diversion  of  heavy  traffic 
through  the  village  leads  to  numerous  bursts  throughout  the  year.  Upon  the 
arrival  of  the  Regional  Scheme,  which  is  anticipated  during  the  year  i960, 
this  pipe  work  will  need  to  be  almost  entirely  renewed  at  a much  greater 
depth  than  it  is  at  present. 

Contract  No.  3 which  had  progressed  very  slowly  during  1958  was 
completed  in  March. 

Contract  No.  4 from  Milfield  to  Branxton  was  completed  in  January  with 
the  installation  of  a fire  hydrant  at  Branxton,  and  the  completion  of  piping 
arrangements  at  Milfield  Hill  reservoir. 

On  6th  July,  work  commenced  on  Contract  No.  5,  namely,  continuation  of 
the  main  from  Branxton  to  Carham.  Apart  from  a few  temporary  set-backs 
such  as  broken  machinery  and  .non-delivery  of  equipment  progress  was  quite 
satisfactory.  Work  on  this  contract  was  substantially  completed  by  the  end 
of  December. 

Contract  No.  6,  the  construction  of  the  60,000  gallon  reservoir  and 
pumping  station  at  Mindrum  together  with  adjustments  to  the  Wark  and  Carham 
reservoirs,  was  undertaken  by  Messrs.  Inkster  of  Alnwick.  Work  began  in 
August;  good  progress  was  made  up  to  the  completion  of  the  contract  in 
December. 
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During  the  year  under  review,  72  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination.  50  were  found  to  be  satisfactory  and  22  unsatisfactory.  One 
sample  was  taken  for  chemical  analysis  and  this  proved  to  be  satisfactory . 

Sewage  and  Sewerage  Disposal 

Unsatisfactory  samples  of  sewage  effluent  continue  to  be  received  from 
Wooler,  Lowick,  Milfield,  Branxton  and  Bowsden.  The  only  two  schemes  which 
satisfy  the  River  Board's  periodical  tests  are  those  at  Wark  and  Chatton. 

Meat  and  Food  Inspection 

In  the  appendices  attached  to  this  report  will  be  found  particulars 
of  food  examined  and  condemned  during  the  year.  These  can  be  compared 
with  last  year's  figures  and  their  value  assessed. 

As  in  previous  years  the  slaughterhouse  is  run  by  the  Patstock 
Marketing  Corporation.  The  Corporation  employ  their  own  Manager  and 
slaughtermen,  and  charges  for  slaughtering  continue  to  be  most  reasonable. 
The  Corporation  ■undertake  to  give  the  local  butchers  slaughtering  facilities 
which  are  not  less  advantageous  than  those  enjoyed  when  the  Council  had  full 
control.  This  arrangement  seems  to  be  working  very  well  and  satisfying 
the  local  butchers  and  farmers . 

Pood  Hygiene 

I can  again  report  that  food  preparation  establishments  in  the  district 
continue,  generally,  to  be  conducted  satisfactorily.  Traders  are,  as  a 
whole,  most  anxious  to  operate  their  premises  in  a hygienic  manner  and 
generally  co-operate  with  any  suggestions  made  for  the  improvement  of  their 
property . 

There  are  26  food  preparation  premises  in  the  district  made  up  as 
follows :-

50  inspections  were  carried  out  during  the  year,  and  any  unsound  food 
surrendered  by  shop  keepers  was  disposed  of  by  burial  in  the  tip.  Por  the 
seventh  consecutive  year,  I have  no  cases  of  food  poison  to  report. 

Milk  and  Dairies 

The  only  dairy  in  operation  in  the  district  purchases  bottled  pasteur- 
ised milk  from  the  Co-operative  Wholesale  Society  plant  at  Alnwick. 

Public  Cleansing 

The  public  cleansing  service  undertaken  by  the  Council  has  now  been  in 
operation  for  nine  years.  It  continues  to  work  quite  well  although,  due  to 
the  ever  increasing  collections,  efficiency  is  not  all  that  may  be  desired. 
The  amount  of  refuse  collected,  and  the  long  distances  between  points  of 
collection  has  now  reached  such  a point  that  it  is  inevitable  within  the 
near  future  that  the  system  of  collection  will  have  to  be  completely 
revised. 

The  service  provides  for  the  removal  of  domestic  refuse  throughout  the 
whole  of  the  district  apart  from  a few  isolated  places  in  remote  areas. 
Collections  are  made  weekly  to  Wooler,  L owick  and  Milfield,  and  fortnightly 
to  the  rest  of  the  district  with  the  exception  of  the  more  distant  farming 
communities  which  are  collected  monthly. 
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During  the  year  the  Council  provided  1 6 B.S.S.  dustbins  by  -way  of 
replacements  and  initial  use  in  Council  houses,  and  4 6 have  been  provided 
to  private  individuals  on  repayment.  During  the  year  numerous  repairs 
have  been  necessary  to  the  two  low  load  freighters.  These  vehicles  are 
now  approximately  ten  years  old  and  have  undoubtedly  come  near  to  the 
climax  of  their  mechanical  life.  Heavy  expenditure  will  undoubtedly 
occur  during  the  forthcoming  years  ,and  this  can  only  be  terminated  by  the 
eventual  replacement  of  these  two  vehicles. 

The  cost  of  cleansing  for  twelve  months  was  £3688  the  equivalent  of 
l/5d  in  the  pound. 

The  annual  mileage  of  the  freighter  MUR  282  was  7,821  miles,  and 
petrol  consumption  for  this  vehicle  1213  gallons,  giving  6.4  miles  per 
gallon.  The  annual  mileage  of  the  freighter  DJE  381  was  8,082  miles, 
and  petrol  consumed  was  1275  gallons , giving  6.3  miles  per  gallon. 

Check  weighing  of  loads  carried  by  the  two  vehicles  was  not  carried 
out  during  the  year  due  to  difficulties  in  gaining  access  to  the  station 
weigh  bridge,  and  due  to  the  vehicles  being  worked  to  capacity.  It  is 
estimated,  however,  that  a weight  in  the  region  of  2,500  tons  was  collected 
and  tipped. 

Salvage 

The  Council  still  continue  to  operate  a waste  paper  recovery  scheme. 
This  scheme  is  worked  in  conjunction  with  Thames  Board  Mills  and  supplies 
have  to  be  regulated  in  accordance  with  their  demands. 

The  revenue  received  is  divided  equally  between  the  Council  and  the 
employees  responsible  for  the  baling  and  packing.  The  nett  income  was 
£235*  10s.  3d.  representing  Id  in  £ rate.  a 

Pest  Control 


Six  business  premises  were  serviced  this  year,  and  inspections  of 
private  dwellings  were  carried  out  with  a view  to  tracing  infestation. 

The  sewerage  systems  and  refuse  tip  are  regularly  treated  eveiy 
quarter.  A marked  decline  in  the  rat  population  at  the  refuse  tip  and 
various  sewerage  treatment  works  has  been  obvious  since  the  Rodent 
Operator  changed  to  Warfarin  Cumulative  poison. 

The  10  cwt.  Commer  van  has  now  been  in  use  by  the  Council  for  a 
period  of  six  years,  but  was  disposed  of  in  October  in  part  exchange  for 
a Morris  1000  van.  This  van  is  used  almost  exclusively  for  Rodent 
Treatment  and  maintenance  of  Water  and  Sewage  Installation.  The  annual 
mileage  covered  during  the  year  was  6,909  miles,  and  the  petrol  consumption 
was  247  gallons.  This  gives  an  average  of  28  miles  per  gallon  for  the 
10  cwt.  Commer  van,  and  an  average  mileage  of  33.7  miles  per  gallon  for 
the  Morris  1000. 

Factory  Inspection 

Generally  satisfactory  sanitary  conditions  were  found  in  all  the 
premises  visited  during  the  year.  In  the  few  cases  where  small 
infringements  were  found,  these  were  rectified  without  the  need  for  formal 
action. 

Council  Housing 

As  no  new  housing  schemes  were  undertaken  during  the  year,  the  number 
of  houses  owned  by  the  Council  remain  the  same  as  last  year: 

Pre-War  houses  112 

Post-War  houses 

Total  . . 423 
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It  was  decided  by  the  Council  that  a scheme  of  modernisation 
should  he  carried  out  to  all  the  pre-war  houses.  This  was  to  include 
the  installation  of  sink  units,  lavatory  basins,  new  fireplaces,  cookers 
and  wash-boilers.  A specification  and  schedule  of  works  was  drawn  up 
and  it  is  anticipated  that  the  Contract  will  be  let,  and  work  begun  , 
during  the  early  months  of  i960.  The  cost  of  repairs  per  house  for 
the  year  ending  March,  1959?  was  £6.  13s.  91.  an  increase  of  £2.  14s.  91. 
on  the  previous  year.  The  cost  of  supervision  anl  management  over  the 
same  period  was  £4.  3s.  Id.  per  house. 

Private  Housing  - Housing  (Financial)  and  Miscellaneous  Provisions 

Act  1938-1946 

The  total  number  of  houses  built  under  these  provisions  during  the 
post-war  period  is  now  85. 

Housing  Act,  1949-54  as  amended  by  Housing  Act  1957 

During  the  year,  improvement  grants  were  approved  in  respect  of 
36  dwelling  houses.  This  is  a decrease  of  23  on  last  year,  and  the 
total  number  of  houses  which  have  received  or  are  about  to  be  given 
grant  aid  now  amounts  to  486.  The  total  of  approved  expenses  was 
£22,403  . 3s.  51.  and  grant  aid  on  these  expenses  was  £8,363.  2s.  Od. 

Building  Plans 

87  plans  were  examined  and  premises  inspected  in  connection  with 
Building  Byelaw  applications.  This  is  an  increase  of  3 on  last  year. 

64  applications  for  planning  consent  were  received,  an  increase  of  4 
on  last  year.  34  of  these  were  approved  and  10  rejected. 

Rural  Housing  Survey 

The  housing  situation  as  at  31st  December,  1959?  will  be  found  in 
the  appendices  attached  to  this  report.  Adjustments  take  into  account, 
as  far  as  possible,  repairs,  improvements  to  dwellings,  as  well  as 
demolitions  and  closing  orders.  The  number  of  houses  in  the  first  two 
categories  still  increases  due  to  improvements  carried  out  under  the 
Housing  Acts. 

Petrol  Storage 

The  number  of  licences  issued  covers  the  storage  68,290  gallons 
of  petrol  spread  over  ~]2  licences  issued.  80  visits  were  made  in 
connection  with  expiring  licences  and  new  applications. 

Conclusion 


The  number  of  workmen  employed  by  the  Council  remains  at  8 . Work 
carried  out  by  them  includes  water  supply  schemes,  sewage  disposal, 
controlled  tipping,  street  and  public  cleansing. 

Transport  used  on  the  work  consists  of  two  Shelvoke  and  Drewry 
11  cub.  yd.  freighters  and  one  $ cwt.  Morris  1000  van. 

During  the  year,  six  statutory  notices  were  served  in  connection 
with  the  provision  of  a water  supply.  Generally,  however,  I found 
that  both  owners  and  occupiers  were  most  co-operative  and  readily 
agreed  to  remedy  any  faults  which  were  brought  to  their  notice.
